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Vehicle plows into Minnesota protesters, killing 1 





(AP) — A woman was killed and three other people 
were injured when a vehicle drove into demonstra- 
tors during a protest in the Minneapolis neighbor- 
hood where a Black man was fatally shot this month 
during his attempted arrest by members of a federal 
task force, police said Monday. 


The crash happened at about 11:40 p.m. Sunday in Min- 
neapolis’ Uptown neighborhood. Witnesses said the driv- 
er of an SUV struck a parked car, tossing it into the crowd 
of demonstrators. Police spokesman John Elder did not 
confirm that account, and said authorities are still inves- 
tigating. 


Police said protesters pulled the driver from his vehicle 
and witnesses told police that demonstrators began strik- 
ing him. The driver was taken into custody and was being 
treated for injuries at a hospital. 


A witness told Minnesota Public Radio that the SUV was 
going very fast and appeared to accelerate as it got closer to 
demonstrators who had blocked off a street. D.J. Hooker 
said the driver struck a car parked across one of the traffic 
lanes, sending that car flying. 


“There was one line of barriers and then a second barrier, 
and he sped up. He sped up. He went even faster as he 
approached us. You could hear it ... start going even faster 
as he got close to us,” Hooker said. He told Minnesota 
Public Radio, “the car went through the air and it hit a 
young woman.”

Another witness, Brett Williams, said the 
woman was thrown into a stop light. 


The woman’s brother identified her as 
Deona M. Knajdek. Garrett Knajdek told 
the Star Tribune his sister would have 
celebrated her 32nd birthday on Wednes- 
day. He said she had 11- and 13-year-old 
daughters, and was actively involved in is- 
sues surrounding social justice. 


“She constantly (was) sacrificing herself 
for everyone around her,” he said, “no 
matter the cost, obviously.” 


Authorities have not released the names 
of the driver and those who were injured. 


Police said the driver’s motive was not 
immediately known, but that a prelimi- 
nary investigation indicated drugs or alco- 
hol may have been a contributing factor. 


Besides the woman who died, three other 
protesters were injured, police said, with- 
out describing the extent of their injuries. 


Other injuries and deaths have been re- 
ported involving vehicles at protests 
across the U.S. as people have increasing- 
ly taken to streets to press their grievances. 
In Minneapolis, marching onto freeways 
has become a common tactic in recent 
years. Last year, a semitrailer rolled into a 
crowd marching on a closed Minneapolis 
freeway following George Floyd’s death. 
No one was seriously injured. 


In response to such protests, Republi- 
can politicians in several states, including 
Oklahoma, Florida and Iowa, have sought 
legal immunity for drivers who hit pro- 
testers. 


There had been ongoing protests in Up- 
town, about 2 1/2 miles (4 kilometers) 
south of downtown, since the June 3 
shooting of Winston Boogie Smith Jr., a 
32-year-old father of three, by members 
of a federal U.S. Marshals Service task 
force. The Uptown area includes a mix 
of trendy restaurants, shops and theaters 
popular with the city’s younger profes- 
sionals, many of whom live in apartments 
and condominiums in the area. 


Authorities have said Smith, who was 
wanted on a weapons violation, fired a gun 
before deputies fatally shot him in Min- 
neapolis. The city has been on edge since 
Floyd’s death under an officer’s knee and 
the more recent fatal police shooting of 
another Black man, Daunte Wright, in a 
nearby suburb. 


Members of the U.S. Marshals Fugitive 
Task Force were trying to arrest Smith 
on a warrant for allegedly being a felon 
in possession of a gun, authorities said. 
The Marshals Service said in a statement 
that Smith, who was in a parked vehicle, 
didn’t comply with law enforcement and 
“produced a handgun resulting in task 
force members firing upon the subject.” 
State investigators said evidence showed 
he fired the gun from inside his vehicle. 
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As US COVID-19 death toll nears 600,000, racial gaps persist 


(AP) - Jerry Ramos spent 
his final days in a Cali- 
fornia hospital, hooked 
to an oxygen machine 
with blood clots in his 
lungs from COVID-19, his 
3-year-old daughter in his 
thoughts. 


“I have to be here to watch 
my princess grow up,” the 
Mexican American restau- 
rant worker wrote on Face- 
book. “My heart feels broken 
into pieces.” 


Ramos didn’t live to see it. 
He died Feb. 15 at age 32, 
becoming not just one of 
the nearly 600,000 Ameri- 
cans who have now perished 
in the coronavirus outbreak 
but another example of the 
outbreak’s strikingly uneven 
and ever-shifting toll on the 
nation’s racial and ethnic 
groups. 


The approaching 600,000 
mark, as tracked by Johns 
Hopkins University, is great- 
er than the population of 
Baltimore or Milwaukee. It is 
about equal to the number of 
Americans who died of can- 
cer in 2019. And as bad as that 
is, the true toll is believed to 
be significantly higher. 


President Joe Biden acknowl- 
edged the milestone Monday 
during his visit to Europe, 
saying that while new cases 
and deaths are dropping dra- 
matically in the U.S., “there’s 
still too many lives being 
lost,” and “now is not the 
time to let our guard down.” 


On the way to the latest 
round-number milestone, 
the virus has proved adept at 
exploiting inequalities in the 
U.S., according to an Associ- 
ated Press data analysis. 


In the first wave of fatalities, 
in April 2020, Black people 
were slammed, dying at rates 
higher than those of other 
ethnic or racial groups as the 
virus rampaged through the 
urban Northeast and heavily 
African American cities like 
Detroit and New Orleans. 


Last summer, during a second 
surge, Hispanics were hit the 
hardest, suffering an outsize 
share of deaths, driven by in- 
fections in Texas and Florida. 
By winter, during the third 
and most lethal stage, the vi- 
rus had gripped the entire na- 
tion, and racial gaps in week- 
ly death rates had narrowed 
so much that whites were the 
worst off, followed closely by 


Hispanics. 


Now, even as the outbreak 
ebbs and more people get 
vaccinated, a racial gap ap- 
pears to be emerging again, 
with Black Americans dy- 
ing at higher rates than other 
groups. 


Overall, Black and Hispanic 
Americans have less access to 
medical care and are in poor- 
er health, with higher rates 
of conditions such as diabe- 
tes and high blood pressure. 
They are also more likely to 
have jobs deemed essential, 
less able to work from home 
and more likely to live in 
crowded, multigenerational 
households, where working 
family members are apt to 
expose others to the virus. 





Black people account for 
15% of all COVID-19 deaths 
where race is known, while 
Hispanics represent 19%, 
whites 61% and Asian Amer- 
icans 4%. Those figures are 
close to the groups’ share of 
the U.S. population — Black 
people at 12%, Hispanics 
18%, whites 60% and Asians 
6% — but adjusting for age 
yields a clearer picture of the 
unequal burden. 





Because Blacks and Hispan- 
ics are younger on average 
than whites, it would stand 
to reason that they would 
be less likely to die from a 
disease that has been brutal 
to the elderly. But that’s not 
what is happening. 


Instead, the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention, 
adjusting for population age 
differences, estimates that 
Native Americans, Latinos 
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and Blacks are two to three 
times more likely than white 


people to die of COVID-19. 


Also, the AP analysis found 
that Latinos are dying at 
much younger ages than oth- 
er groups. 


Thirty-seven percent of His- 
panic deaths were of those 
under 65, versus 12% for 
white Americans and 30% for 
Black people. Hispanic peo- 
ple between 30 and 39 — like 
Ramos — have died at five 
times the rate of white people 
in the same age group. 





Public health experts see 
these disparities as a loud 
message that the nation needs 
to address deep-rooted ineq- 
uities. 


“If we want to respect the 
dear price that 600,000 peo- 
ple have paid, don’t return to 
normal. Return to something 
that is better than what was,” 
said Dr. Clyde Yancy, vice 
dean for diversity and inclu- 
sion at Northwestern Uni- 
versity’s medical school in 


Chicago. 


He added: “It will be an epic 
fail if we simply go back to 


whatever we call normal.” 


Ramos had asthma and dia- 
betes and had quit his job as 
a chef at Red Lobster before 
the pandemic because of dia- 
betes-related trouble with his 
feet. 








He died during the devas- 
tating winter surge that hit 
Latinos hard, and the rest of 
his household of seven in 
Watsonville, an agricultural 
city of around 54,000 people 
about 90 miles south of San 
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Francisco, also got sick. 


That included his toddler 
daughter; the family matri- 
arch, 70-year-old Mercedes 
Ramos; and his girlfriend, 
who was the only one in the 
household working and the 
first to get infected, bringing 
home the virus from her job 
managing a marijuana dis- 
pensary, according to family 
members. 


Mother and son were admit- 
ted to the same hospital, their 
rooms nearby. They would 
video chat or call each other 
every day. 


“He would tell me he loved 
me very much and that he 
wanted me to get better and 
that he was doing fine, but 
he was telling me that so I 
wouldn’t worry,” Mercedes 
Ramos said in Spanish, her 
voice breaking. She has since 
returned to her job picking 
strawberries. 


Gaps in vaccination rates in 
the U.S. also persist, with 
Blacks and Hispanics lagging 
behind, said Samantha Artiga 
of the Kaiser Family Founda- 
tion, a nonpartisan health- 
policy research organization. 


Experts say several factors 
could be at work, including 
deep distrust of the medical 
establishment among Black 
Americans because of a his- 
tory of discriminatory treat- 
ment, and fears of deporta- 
tion among Latinos, as well 
as a language barrier in many 
cases. 


The U.S. was averaging about 
870,000 injections per day 
in early June, down sharply 


from a high of about 3.3 mil- 
lion a day on average in mid- 
April, according to the CDC. 
Initial vaccine eligibility poli- 
cles, set by states, favored 
older Americans, a group 
more likely to be white. Now, 
everyone over 12 is eligible, 
but obstacles remain, such as 
concerns about missing work 
because of side effects from 
the shot. 


“Eligibility certainly does not 
equal access,” Artiga said. 
“Losing a day or two of wages 
can have real consequences 
for your family. People are 
facing tough decisions like 
that.” 


The AP’s analysis of the out- 
break’s racial and ethnic pat- 
terns was based on National 
Center for Health Statistics 
data on COVID-19 deaths 
and 2019 Census Bureau 
population estimates. 


It’s less clear who is dying 
now, but the still-incom- 
plete data suggests a gap has 
emerged again. In Michigan, 
Black people are 14% of the 
population but accounted for 
25% of the 1,064 deaths re- 
ported in the past four weeks, 
according to the most recent 
available state data. Similar 
gaps were seen in Florida and 
Pennsylvania. 


“For people of color like my- 
self, we've had deep personal 
experiences during the pan- 
demic” of caring for loved 
ones and sometimes losing 
them, said Yolanda Ogbolu, a 
nurse researcher at the Uni- 
versity of Maryland, Balti- 


more. 





Ogbolu, who is Black, made 
herself an advocate for two 
relatives during their CO- 
VID-19 hospital stays: her 
50-year-old police officer 
brother — she persuaded his 
doctors to treat him with the 
drug remdesivir — and her 
59-year-old repairman uncle. 
She called the hospital daily 
during his 100-day stay. 


Both survived. But Ogbolu 
wonders whether they would 


have lived if they hadn’t had a 


nurse in the family. 


“What happens when people 
don’t have that person to 
push for them? What hap- 
pens when you don’t even 
speak the language?” Ogbolu 
said. “What happens when 
they don’t know how to 
navigate the health system or 
what questions to ask?” 
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(AP) - School districts across 
the United States are hiring ad- 
ditional teachers in anticipation 
of what will be one of the largest 
kindergarten classes ever as en- 
rollment rebounds following the 
coronavirus pandemic. 


As they await the arrival next fall of 
students who sat out the current 
school year, educators are also bracing 
for many students to be less prepared 
than usual due to lower preschool at- 
tendance rates. 


“The job of the kindergarten teacher 
just got a lot harder,” said Steven Bar- 
nett, senior co-director of the Na- 
tional Institute for Early Education 
Research at Rutgers University. He 
coauthored a report that found that 
the number of 4-year-olds participat- 
ing in preschool fell from 71% before 
the pandemic to 54% during the pan- 
demic, with poor children much less 
likely to attend in-person. 


Kindergarten is not required in most 
states, and in normal times, parents 
sometimes “red-shirt” children who 
would be young for their kindergar- 
ten class to give them an extra year of 
developmental readiness. This year, 
even children nowhere near the cut- 
off age were held out of school be- 
cause of health concerns and the dis- 
ruptions caused by the pandemic. 





Among them was the daughter of 
Christina Neu, who held her back 
even though her daughter has a De- 
cember birthday and already would 
be relatively old for her class because 
the entry cutoff is the end of August. 
Across Kansas, kindergarten enroll- 
ment fell by nearly 9%. 


“There was a little bit of fear, not 
wanting her to have to deal with kind 
of an unknown there,” Neu said, 
adding that her eldest daughter, who 
is 8, had just been diagnosed before 
the pandemic with 26 different food 


allergies and her immune system al- 
ready was in overdrive. “We wanted 
to make sure that as a family we were 
being smart and being safe.” 


Neu, who works in retail in Wichita, 
Kansas, cooked with her daughters, 
bought educational workbooks and 
played educational games with them. 
She said she has no regrets but is ap- 
prehensive about the burden facing 
kindergarten teachers. 


“I would be really concerned about 
stress and just the teacher getting ev- 
erything done with a big class,” she 
said. 


With large amounts of federal relief 
money available, school districts are 
taking a range of approaches to pre- 
pare. 


In Orange County, Florida, there are 
estimates that the incoming kinder- 
garten class will be 17% bigger than 
in fall 2020 and officials are plan- 
ning a 5 1/2 week transition program 
this summer at some of its neediest 
schools. 


In Minnesota, the St. Paul district is 
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anticipating nearly 22% more kinder- 
gartners than in fall 2020. The district 
plans to do testing over the summer 
to identify any special needs that have 
been missed, such as vision problems 
and speech delays, said Lori Erickson, 
a veteran kindergarten teacher who 
now coordinates the district’s pre- 
kindergarten program. 


She said the district also just learned 
it is getting more money to expand 
its jumpstart to kindergarten summer 
program, which will include a field 
trip to a strawberry patch and visits 
from a dancer and painter. 


“The biggest thing on our radar is 
recognizing the trauma that has hap- 
pened,” she said, adding that the 
district has various staffers “who are 
ready to rumble.” 


It remains uncertain just how big 
kindergarten classes will be in the fall. 
The increase could be offset by par- 
ents who decide to wait an extra year 
to send 5-year-olds or opt for home- 
schooling because of safety concerns. 


Regardless, education leaders say they 
expect to be addressing the effects of 


the pandemic for years. 


Albuquerque Public Schools Super- 
intendent Scott Elder said children 
who skipped kindergarten or were 
homeschooled last year may be a bit 
behind on their numbers and let- 
ters. The same goes for the kids who 
were enrolled and studied online, but 
couldn’t always connect or get sup- 
port from parents. 


“When people talk about learning 
loss and kids being behind, it won't 
be a quick solution. That's going to 
be a multi-year solution, but it will be 
solved,” Elder said. 


In Connecticut, some school districts 
are targeting summer programs at in- 
coming kindergartners who missed 
out on preschool. Irene Parisi, the 
state’s chief academic officer, said in 
an interview that districts are also us- 
ing federal relief money to add staff to 
help out and training them that they 
need to adjust their expectations. 


“It is Important that teachers realize 
that the routines are going to be dif- 
ferent than perhaps what you may 
have expected of learners in the past,” 
she said. 





In the 900-student Freeman School 
District in Rockford, Washington, 
Superintendent Randy Russell just 
hired a new teacher as the district 
prepares to add a third kindergar- 
ten class. He said about one-third of 
the preschoolers and kindergarten- 
ers in the mostly rural district about 
15 miles (24.14 kilometers) south of 
Spokane skipped this school year and 
that other districts around the region 
experienced similar drops. 





But the upcoming school year has 
him encouraged: “Even if you do 
have a gap, it is going to be closed 
pretty quickly. We are just excited that 
we are going to get the kids back.” 





Illinois chemical plant explosion, fires prompt evacuations 


(AP) — An explosion at a 
northern Illinois chemi- 
cal plant Monday morn- 
ing sparked massive fires 
that sent flames and huge 
plumes of thick black 
smoke high into the air 
and debris raining onto 
the ground, prompting 
evacuations. 


After 7 a.m., emergency crews 
rushed to the scene of the fire 
near Rockton, northwest of 
Chicago, at Chemtool Inc., a 
company that manufactures 
lubricants, grease products 
and other fluids, and is, ac- 
cording to the company, 
the largest manufacturer of 


erease in the Americas. 


Following reports that the 
plumes of smoke were so big 
they were being picked up on 
weather radar, the Rockton 
Police Department posted 
an alert at 8:46 a.m. warning 
that fire officials had ordered 
a mandatory evacuation near 
the plant. It told people to 
evacuate homes and busi- 
nesses, and to await further 
instructions. 


Crews from the 40 or so fire 
departments that responded 
to the blaze were fanning out 
to respond to spot fires, grass 
fires, and burning debris 


that the wind pushed into 
the community. Wilson said 
those fires were caused by 
burning pieces of cardboard 
boxes and chunks of wooden 
pallets, not chemicals falling 


from the sky. 


Trisha Diduch, the planning 
and development administra- 
tor for Rockton, said she esti- 
mates about 1,000 people are 
affected by the 1-mile radius 
evacuation order, she said. 


There were no immediate re- 
ports of injuries. 


“We do not yet know what 
caused this incident, but we 


will be working with local 
authorities and with our own 
risk management team to de- 


termine what happened and 
identify any corrective ac- 
tions,” it said. 
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Justices consider Harvard case on race in college admissions 


(AP) — With abortion and 
guns already on the agen- 
da, the conservative-dom- 
inated Supreme Court 
is considering adding a 
third blockbuster issue 
— whether to ban consid- 
eration of race in college 
admissions. 


The justices could say as soon 
as Monday whether they will 
hear an appeal claiming that 
Harvard discriminates against 
Asian American applicants, in 
a case that could have nation- 
wide repercussions. The case 
would not be argued until the 
fall or winter. 


“It would be a big deal be- 
cause of the nature of college 
admissions across the coun- 
try and because of the stakes 
of having this issue before 
the Supreme Court,” said 
Gregory Garre, who twice 
defended the University of 
Texas’ admissions program 
before the justices. 





The presence of three ap- 
pointees of former President 
Donald Trump could prompt 
the court to take up the case, 
even though it’s only been 
five years since its last deci- 
sion in a case about affirma- 
tive action in higher educa- 
tion. 


In that Texas case, the court 
reaffirmed in a 4-3 decision 
that colleges and universi- 
ties may consider race in ad- 
missions decisions. But they 
must do so in a narrowly 
tailored way to promote di- 
versity, the court said in a 
decision that rejected the dis- 
crimination claims of a white 
applicant. Schools also bear 
the burden of showing why 
their consideration of race is 
appropriate. 
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Two members of that four- 
justice majority are gone 
from the court. Justice Ruth 
Bader Ginsburg died in Sep- 
tember. Justice Anthony 
Kennedy retired in 2018. 


The three dissenters in the 
case, Chief Justice John Rob- 
erts and Justices Clarence 
Thomas and Samuel Alito, 
remain on the court. Rob- 
erts, a moderating influence 
on some issues, has been a 
steadfast vote to limit the use 
of race in public programs, 
once writing, “It is a sordid 
business, this divvying us up 
by race.” 


The court’s willingness to 
jump into major cases over 
abortion and gun rights also 
appear to turn on the new, 
more conservative compo- 
sition of the court because 
similar appeals had been 
turned away in the past. 
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Like the abortion case, the 
Harvard case lacks a split 
among appellate courts that 
often piques the high court’s 
interest 1n a case. 


The Supreme Court has 
weighed in on college admis- 
sions several times over more 
than 40 years. The current 
dispute harks back to its first 
big affirmative action case 
in 1978, when Justice Lewis 
Powell set out the rationale 
for taking account of race 
even as the court barred the 
use of racial quotas in admis- 
sions. 


In the Regents of the Uni- 
versity of California v. Bakke, 
Powell approvingly cited 
Harvard as “an illuminat- 
ing example” of a college 
that takes “race into account 
in achieving the educational 
diversity valued by the First 
Amendment.” 


Twenty-five years later, Jus- 


tice Sandra Day O’Connor 
likewise invoked the Harvard 
plan in her opinion uphold- 
ing the University of Michi- 
gan’s law school admissions 
program. 


Now it’s Harvard program in 
the crosshairs of opponents 
of race-based affirmative ac- 
tion. 


The challenge to Harvard is 
led by Edward Blum and his 
Students for Fair Admissions. 
Blum has worked for years to 
rid college admissions of ra- 
cial considerations. 


The group claims that Har- 
vard imposes a “racial pen- 
alty? on Asian American 
applicants by systematically 
scoring them lower in some 
categories than other appli- 
cants and awarding “massive 
preferences” to Black and 
Hispanic applicants. 


Harvard flatly denies that it 





discriminates against Asian 
American applicants and 
says its consideration of race 
is limited, pointing out that 
lower courts agreed with the 
university. 


In November, the federal ap- 
peals court in Boston ruled 
that Harvard looked at race 
in a limited way in line with 
Supreme Court precedents. 


The class that just finished 
its freshman year is roughly 
one-quarter Asian American, 
15% Black and 13% Hispanic, 
Harvard says on its website. 
“If Harvard were to abandon 
race-conscious admissions, 
African-American and His- 
panic representation would 
decline by nearly half,” the 
school told the court in urg- 
ing it to stay out of the case. 


The ‘Trump administration 
backed Blum's case against 
Harvard and also filed its own 
lawsuit alleging discrimina- 
tion against Asian Americans 
and whites at Yale. 


The Biden administration 
already has dropped the Yale 
suit and almost certainly will 
take Harvard’s side at the Su- 
preme Court if the case goes 
forward. 


The lead attorney on the ap- 
peal is William Consovoy, 
who also represented Trump 
in his unsuccessful bid to 
shield his tax returns from 
the Manhattan district attor- 
ney. 


When the court upheld the 
Michigan’s law school pro- 
gram in Grutter v. Bollinger 
in 2003, O’Connor took note 
of the quarter-century that 
had passed since the Bakke 
decision. 





1 dead 7 hurt in vehicle crash at West Texas mud race 


(AP) — A 21-year-old man 
was killed and seven other 
people were injured when 
a vehicle crashed through 
a guardrail and plowed 
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into a crowd at a mud rac- 
ing event in Texas, offi- 
cials said Monday. 


The crash happened at about 
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6:30 p.m. Sunday at a race- 
track in Fabens, Texas, about 
40 miles (64 kilometers) 
southeast of El Paso and less 
than a mile from the Mexican 
border, the El Paso County 
Sheriff’s Department said. 


Eight people were taken to 
a hospital, including three 
spectators in critical condi- 
tion, the sheriff’s department 
said in a statement. Willie 
Valadez Ramirez was pro- 
nounced dead at the hospital 
and two people remained in 
critical but stable condition 
Monday, according to the de- 
partment. 


“Today what happened was 
what we all hoped doesn’t 
happen ... a wreck while rac- 
ing,” said Scott Smith, owner 
of Rock Solid Protection, an 
El Paso-based security firm. 
Smith, speaking at a news 
conference, said that “the 
mud can tell the car where 
to go, at times” and that is 
what he said happened in this 
crash. 


Karla Huerta, who was 
watching the race when it 
turned tragic, described the 
scene as “pretty ugly.” 


“Well, they started the race. 
And when they started, one 
of the trucks lost control and 
slammed into a pile of cars 
and people,” Huerta said. 


Three other vehicles were 
also struck as a result of the 
initial crash, the statement 
said. It was not immediately 
known what caused the ve- 
hicle to leave the track. 


Police said an investigation 
remains ongoing. Sheriff’s 
officials have not responded 
to requests for comment. 
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Americans stand trial in Japan, 


(AP) — Two Americans 
charged with helping for- 
mer Nissan chairman Car- 
los Ghosn flee Japan while 
he was facing accusations 
of financial misconduct 
agreed Monday that they 
took part in a scheme for 
him to escape the country. 


Statements by Michael Tay- 
lor and his son, Peter, on the 
opening day of their trial in 
Tokyo suggest the pair don’t 
plan to fight charges of assist- 
ing a criminal. That carries 
a possible penalty of up to 
three years in prison. 


Keiji Isaji, one of the attorneys 
for the Taylors, told The As- 
sociated Press after the court 
session that he wants the trial 
to “proceed efficiently.” He 
said ending the trial quickly 
is “in the best interests of his 
clients.” He declined to con- 
firm his team was hoping for 
a suspended sentence if they 
are convicted, meaning no 
time would be served. He 
stressed the decision was up 
to the judge. 


The Taylors appeared calm 
as they were led into the 
courtroom in handcuffs, 
with ropes tied around their 
waists. 


They said little except to an- 
swer the judge’s questions, 
such as “Yes, your honor,” 
and “I hear you well,” when 
asked about simultaneous 
interpreting relayed through 
headphones. 


Prosecutors read out a state- 
ment accusing Michael Tay- 
lor, a former Green Beret, 


and Peter Taylor of arranging 
to hide Ghosn in a box for 
musical equipment. It was 
loaded onto a private jet that 
flew him from the western 
city of Osaka to Lebanon via 
Turkey in December 2019. 


Ryozo Kitajima, one of the 
prosecutors, said Peter Tay- 
lor met with Ghosn at a hotel 
several times in 2019 and in- 
troduced Ghosn to his father. 
He said Peter Taylor also re- 
ceived $562,500 in two trans- 
fers to pay for chartering the 
jet and other expenses. Peter 
Taylor arranged for Ghosn to 
change his clothing at a To- 
kyo hotel. His father and an- 
other man, George-Antoine 
Zayek later accompanied 
Ghosn to the Osaka airport, 
Kitajima said. 





Zayek has not been arrested. 


The prosecutors said bitcoins 
worth $500,000 were trans- 
ferred from Ghosn’s son 
Anthony’s account to Peter 
Taylor in 2020, purportedly 
to cover the Taylors’ defense 
costs. 


After a brief discussion with 
Chief Judge Hideo Nirei and 
their defense lawyers, the 
‘Taylors agreed there were no 
mistakes in the statement. 





Prosecutors said that during 
their detention the ‘Taylors 
had expressed remorse and 
that the pair had been mis- 
led to believe helping some- 
one jump bail was not illegal 
in Japan. They said Ghosn’s 
wife Carole told them Ghosn 
was being tortured. The pros- 
ecutors quoted the ‘Taylors as 
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saying they were not tortured 
and were treated in a way that 
was “fair and professional.” 





The trial’s next session is set 
for June 29, when prosecu- 
tors will continue their ques- 
tioning. 


The Taylors were arrested in 
Massachusetts last year and 
extradited to Japan in March. 
Ghosn has French, Lebanese 
and Brazilian citizenship and 
Lebanon has no extradition 
treaty with Japan. The au- 
thorities say Ghosn paid the 
‘Taylors at least $1.3 million. 
Ghosn led Nissan Motor Co. 
for two decades before his ar- 
rest in 2018. He was charged 
with falsifying securities re- 
ports in under-reporting his 
compensation and of breach 
of trust in using Nissan mon- 
ey for personal gain. He says 
he is innocent and says he 
fled Japan because he did not 
expect to get a fair trial. More 
than 99% of criminal cases in 
Japan result in convictions. 
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Peter Taylor told a Massachu- 
setts court in January that he 
met Ghosn in 2019 in Japan 
to pitch his digital market- 
ing company to help repair 


Ghosn’s tarnished reputa- 
tion. He said Ghosn asked 
him to bring him gifts, food 
and DVDs from his wife, and 
to deliver gifts, including to 
relatives in Lebanon. 


Peter Taylor said he left Ja- 
pan for Shanghai on Dec. 29, 
2019, and was not in Japan 
when Ghosn is accused of 
fleeing. He denied he was in 
touch with his father at that 
time, court documents say. 


No Japanese executives have 
been charged in the scandal 
at Nissan, Yokohama-based 
manufacturer of the Leaf 
electric car, March subcom- 
pact and Infiniti luxury mod- 
els. 


Extraditions between Japan 
and the U.S. are relatively 
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rare, even for serious crimes. 
The possible penalty of three 
years in prison is the mini- 
mum required for an extradi- 
tion. 


Separately, the same court 
is trying another American, 
Greg Kelly, a former Nissan 
executive vice president, on 
charges he under-reported 
Ghosn’s compensation. That 
trial began in September. 


Kelly’s trial has focused on 
whether reporting of de- 
ferred compensation for 
Ghosn may have violated 
the law. Several other senior 
executives at Nissan, includ- 
ing some non-Japanese, were 
aware of the arrangements. 





Kelly says he is innocent and 
was only looking for lawful 
ways to pay Ghosn more to 
prevent him from leaving for 
a rival automaker. 


Before his arrest, Ghosn was 
an auto industry star, hav- 
ing orchestrated Nissan’s 
rebound from the brink of 
bankruptcy after he was sent 
to Japan by its French alliance 
partner Renault in 1999. 


Ghosn’s pay was halved, by 
about 1 billion yen ($10 mil- 
lion), in 2010 when Japan 
began requiring disclosure of 
high executive pay. 


The concern was that his 
relatively high compensation 
might be viewed unfavorably 
since Japanese top executives 
tend to draw lower pay pack- 
ages than their peers in other 
countries. 





Zambia's Kenneth Kaunda, 97, hospitalized amid virus surge 


(AP) Zambia’s first 
president Kenneth Kaun- 
da, 97, has been admitted 
to hospital, his office an- 
nounced Monday, as the 
southern African country 
battles a surge in COV- 
ID-19 cases. 


Kaunda asked for “all Zam- 
bians and the international 
community to pray for him 
as the medical team is doing 
everything possible to ensure 
that he recovers,” according 
to the statement issued by 
Kaunda’s administrative as- 
sistant Rodrick Ngolo. 


The short statement did not 
specify the cause of Kaunda’s 
illness, but Zambia is experi- 


encing a surge in COVID-19 
cases and the country’s 
founding president was ad- 
mitted to Maina Soko Medi- 
cal Center, a treatment center 
for the disease in the capital, 
Lusaka. 


Zambia’s 7-day rolling aver- 
age of daily new cases has ris- 
en dramatically over the past 
two weeks from 1.44 new 
cases per 100,000 people on 
May 30 to 8.91 new cases per 
100,000 people on June 13. 


Zambia, with a population of 
about 18 million people, has 
a cumulative total of nearly 
108,000 confirmed cases of 
COVID-19, including 1,348 


deaths, according to figures 


released Monday by the Afri- 
ca Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention. 


Kaunda was a leader of the 
campaign that ended British 
colonial rule and he became 
Zambia’s first democratically 
elected president in 1964. He 
led the country, which be- 
came a one-party state, until 
1991 when he was defeated 
in an election following the 
introduction of multiparty 
politics. 


During his rule, Kaunda 
made Zambia a center for 
anti-colonial groups fighting 
to end white minority rule 
in southern African countries 
including Namibia, South 


Africa and Zimbabwe. Kaun- 
da allowed the guerilla orga- 
nizations to maintain military 


bases, training camps, refu- 
gee centers and administra- 
tive offices.

Operator says China nuclear plant facing ‘performance issue 


(AP) — The French joint 
operator of a Chinese 
nuclear plant near Hong 
Kong said Monday that 
the plant is dealing with a 
“performance issue” but is 
currently operating with- 
in safety limits, following 
a report of a potential ra- 
dioactive leak. 


The Taishan Nuclear Power 
Plant is jointly owned by 
China Guangdong Nuclear 
Power Group and French 
multinational electric util- 
ity Electricité de France, the 
main owner of Framotome, 
which helps operate the 
plant. 


“Framatome is supporting 
resolution of a performance 
issue with the Taishan Nu- 
clear Power Plant in Guang- 
dong province, China,” Fra- 
matome said in a short state- 
ment Monday. 


“According to the data avail- 
able, the plant is operating 
within the safety parameters,” 
it said. “Our team is working 
with relevant experts to assess 
the situation and propose so- 
lutions to address any poten- 
tial issue.” 


Radiation levels in Hong 
Kong, 135 kilometers (85 
miles) from the Taishan plant, 
were normal on Monday, ac- 
cording to the Hong Kong 





Observatory, which monitors 
radiation around the city. 


CNN reported Monday that 
Framotome had written to 
the U.S. Department of En- 
ergy warning of an “immi- 
nent radiological threat” and 
accusing Chinese authorities 
of raising acceptable lim- 
its for radiation outside the 
plant to avoid having to shut 
it down. CNN said U.S. of- 
ficials believed the current 
situation at the plant did not 
present a severe safety threat. 


Électricité de France said in 


a statement Monday that it 
had been informed of the 
increase in concentration of 
“certain rare gases” in the pri- 
mary circuit of reactor No. 1 
at the Taishan plant. 


“The presence of certain rare 
gases in the primary circuit is 
a known phenomenon, stud- 
ied and foreseen by the oper- 
ating procedures of the reac- 
tors,” it said. 


The utility said it is provid- 
ing its expertise and has re- 
quested that the joint venture 
company that runs the plant 
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hold a meeting of its board of 
directors so that management 
“presents all the data and the 
necessary decisions.” 


Chinese authorities in Bei- 
Jing and Guangdong did not 
immediately respond to at- 
tempts to seek comment on 
Monday, a public holiday. 


The plant issued a statement 
on Sunday saying “At pres- 
ent, continuous monitoring 
of environmental data shows 
that the environmental in- 
dicators of Taishan Nuclear 
Power Plant and its sur- 


roundings are normal.” 


It did not refer to any prob- 
lems, and said “All operating 
indicators of the two units 
have met the requirements of 
nuclear safety regulations and 
power plant technical specifi- 
cations.” 


The United Nation’s nuclear 
watchdog, the International 
Atomic Energy Agency, told 
The Associated Press that it 
was aware of the media re- 
ports and was in contact with 
its counterpart in China. 


“At this stage, the agency has 
no indication that a radio- 
logical incident occurred,” 
the Vienna-based IAEA said 
in a written response to ques- 
tions. 


The agency said it would 
share more information 
when it became available. 


The two reactors entered 
commercial operation in De- 
cember 2018 and September 
2019, the local city govern- 
ment said on its website. 
They are the first of a new 
type called European Pres- 
surized Reactors to become 
operational in the world. 
Construction began earlier 
on two other EPRs in Fin- 
land and France, but they 
continue to face costly delays. 





UK's Johnson delays lockdown easing for England by 4 weeks 


(AP) British Prime 
Minister Boris Johnson 
confirmed Monday that 
the next planned relax- 
ation of coronavirus re- 
strictions in England will 
be delayed by four weeks, 
until July 19, as a result 
of the spread of the delta 


variant. 


In a press briefing, Johnson 
voiced his confidence that 
he won’t need to delay the 
plan to lift restrictions on 
social contact further, as mil- 
lions more people get fully 
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vaccinated against the virus. 
He said that by July 19, two- 
thirds of the British popula- 
tion will have been double- 
vaccinated. 


“I think it is sensible to wait 
just a little longer,” he said. 
“Now is the time to ease off 
the accelerator, because by 
being cautious now we have 
the chance in the next four 
weeks to save many thou- 
sands of lives by vaccinating 
millions more people.” 


Accompanying the decision 
to delay the easing, John- 
son said the government has 
brought forward the date by 
which everyone over the age 
of 18 will be offered a first 
dose of vaccine, from the end 
of July to July 19. 


“It’s unmistakably clear the 
vaccines are working and the 
sheer scale of the vaccine roll 
out has made our position 
incomparably better than in 
previous waves,” he said. 


Under the government’s plan 
for coming out of lockdown, 
all restrictions on social con- 
tact were set to be lifted next 
Monday. Many businesses, 
particularly those in hospital- 
ity and entertainment, voiced 
their disappointment ahead 
of the official announcement. 


The delta variant first found 
in India is estimated by scien- 
tists advising the government 
to be between 40% and 80% 
more transmissible than the 
previous dominant strain. It 
now accounts for more than 
90% of infections in the U.K. 


When Johnson first outlined 
the government’s four-stage 
plan for lifting the lockdown 
in England in February, he set 
June 21 as the earliest date by 
which restrictions on people 
gathering would be lifted. 
However, he stressed at the 
time that the timetable was 
not carved in stone and that 
all the steps would be driven 


by “data not dates” and would 
seek to be “irreversible.” 


The speed at which new 
coronavirus infections have 
been rising had piled the 
pressure on Johnson to delay 
the reopening so more peo- 
ple can get vaccinated. 


On Monday, the British gov- 
ernment reported 7,742 new 
confirmed cases, one of the 
highest daily numbers since 
the end of February. Daily 
infections have increased 
threefold over the past few 
weeks but are still way down 
from the nearly 70,000 daily 
cases recorded in January. 


Many blame the Conserva- 
tive government for the spike 
in infections, saying it acted 
too slowly to impose the 
strictest quarantine require- 
ments on everyone arriving 
from India, which has en- 
dured a catastrophic resur- 
gence of the virus. 


Across Europe, many coun- 
tries, including France, have 
tightened restrictions for 
British travelers to prevent 
the delta variant from spread- 
ing. Others, like Spain, are 
allowing British tourists to 
arrive without being required 
to take a test if they have been 
fully vaccinated. 


Despite concerns about the 
delta variant, the U.K.’s vac- 
cine rollout has won plaudits 
as one of the world’s speedi- 
est and most coherent. As of 
Monday, around 62% of the 
British population had re- 
ceived one shot, while about 


45% had got two jabs. 


The rapid rollout of vaccines 
and a strict months-long 
lockdown helped drive down 
the number of virus-related 
deaths in the U.K. in recent 
months. Despite that, the 
country has recorded nearly 
128,000 virus-related deaths, 
more than any other nation 
in Europe. 
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Schick scores from way out, Czechs beat Scots at Euro 2020 


(AP) Patrik Schick 
spotted the goalkeeper off 
his line, launched a loop- 
ing shot from just inside 
the halfway line, and gave 
his team a two-goal lead it 
wouldn't relinquish. 


Schick scored both goals for 
the Czech Republic on Mon- 
day in a 2-0 victory over Scot- 
land at the European Cham- 
pionship. But it was his sec- 
ond goal that will be talked 
about for years to come. 


Scotland lost possession 
when a shot toward the 
Czech goal was blocked and 
the ball fell to Schick. The 
Bayer Leverkusen forward 
looked up and spotted oppos- 


ing goalkeeper David Mar- 
shall way off his line before 
hitting a long, curling shot 
that bounced into goal. 


Marshall gave chase, but he 
could only watch the ball sail 
into the goal before he ended 
up tangled in net. 





Schick and the other Czech 
players ran toward the corner 
of Hampden Park where a 
few dozen Czech fans erupt- 
ed in celebration. 


UEFA said it was the lon- 
gest distance for a goal in the 
tournament at 49.7 meters. 
The previous record of 38.6 
meters came from Germany 
midfielder Torsten Frings at 


Euro 2004. 


Schick had earlier given the 
Czechs the lead in the 42nd 
minute with a powerful head- 
er after muscling himself be- 
tween two Scotland defend- 
ers. It was an excellent finish 
that came from an equally 
outstanding cross from right 


back Vladimír Coufal. 


Schick has now scored 13 
goals from 27 appearances 
for Czech Republic, a rate 
of about a goal every other 
game. 


Scotland coach Steve Clarke 
didn't blame his goalkeep- 
er for his positioning on 
Schick's second goal. 


"It's a fantastic finish. Instead 
of assigning blame, some- 
times you have to credit the 
goalscorer," Clarke said. 


The Czech Republic took the 
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lead in Group D with three 
points and spoiled the party 
for Scotland, which was re- 
turning to a major men's soc- 
cer tournament for the first 
time since the 1998 World 
Cup. 





Slovakia stifles Lewandoswki, beats Poland 2-1 at Euro 2020 
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(AP) — Slovakia defender 
Milan Skriniar stopped 
Robert Lewandowski 
from scoring at one end, 
and then showed the 
world player of the year 
just how to do it on the 
other. 


Underlining his growing 
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importance for a national 
team that's for so long relied 
on Marek Hamsik, Skriniar 
played a crucial role at both 
ends of the field and scored 
the winning goal in Slova- 
kia's 2-1 win over Poland 
on Monday at the European 
Championship. 


Lewandowski endured an- 
other tough match in a ma- 
jor soccer tournament, with 
the uncompromising Skrin- 
iar helping to stifle the Bay- 
ern Munich striker. Lewan- 
dowski didn't have a clear-cut 
chance and now has only 
two goals in 12 matches at 
a World Cup or European 
Championship. 


The center back then dem- 
onstrated he also has an eye 
for goal by stretching to bring 
down the ball at a corner and 
swivelling to toe-poke his 
shot into the net from 15 me- 
ters in the 69th minute. 


It's becoming quite the year 
for Skriniar, who played an 
integral role for Inter Milan 
in its title-winning campaign 
in Italy. 


Now a match-winner for 
his country, Skriniar was at 
the heart of a huddle of jubi- 
lant Slovakia players as they 
jumped up and down in front 
a small section of their fans 
after the final whistle at Saint 
Petersburg Stadium. 


It was a bad day for Poland's 
other best-known player, too. 


Wojciech Szczesny became 
the first goalkeeper to score 
an own-goal at the tourna- 
ment, even if he was com- 
pletely blameless. The Ju- 
ventus keeper was unfortu- 
nate as the ball rebounded off 
his near post, onto his out- 
stretched arm and back into 
the net following a shot by 
Slovakia winger Robert Mak 
in the 18th minute. 

That gave Slovakia the lead 


before Karol Linetty, jus- 
tifying his selection ahead 
of Jakub Moder in central 
midfield, equalized barely 
30 seconds into the second 
half from Poland's first well- 
worked move of the match. 


From a reverse pass, Maciej 
Rybus squared the ball to 
Linetty, who slightly mis- 
kicked his shot but saw the 
ball bounce into the corner 
past Martin Dubravka. 
Poland finished the game 
strongly despite being a man 
down, with center back Jan 
Bednarek flashing a shot nar- 
rowly wide of the post with 
Dubravka standing still. 


Poland has, at least on paper, 
two tougher games to come 
in Group E against Spain and 
Sweden. 





Spain held to 0-0 draw by Sweden at Euro 2020 


(AP) — The chances came 
and went but neither 
Spain nor Sweden man- 
aged to put any of them 
in the net Monday in a 
0-0 draw at the European 
Championship. 


Spain dominated possession 
and stayed close to the Swed- 
ish net for most of the match 
but couldn't capitalize on its 
many scoring opportunities 
at La Cartuja Stadium. 


Sweden looked dangerous 
only on rare occasions. The 
team came close to breaking 
the deadlock near the end of 
the first half when Real So- 
ciedad forward Isak Alexan- 
der had his shot from inside 


the area hit the post after de- 
flecting off Spain defender 
Marcos Llorente in front of 
the goal line. 


Alvaro Morata had Spain's 
best chance just a few min- 
utes earlier but his shot 
missed wide with goalkeeper 
Robin Olsen the only oppo- 
nent to beat inside the box. 
Olsen also saved a close- 
range header by substitute 
Gerard Moreno in the 90th 
minute. 

Early in the second half, 
Marcus Berg misfired inside 
the area for the other good 
chance wasted by Sweden. 


In the other group match, 
Slovakia defeated Poland 2-1 


in St. Petersburg. 

Spain's matches at Euro 2020 
are being played in Seville in- 
stead of Bilbao — the original 
host city for Spain — because 
the high contagion rate of 
the virus in the northern city 
wouldn't allow for many fans 
to attend games. 


A limited crowd of 12,517 at- 
tended the match at La Car- 
tuja, where Spain will also 
play Poland on Saturday and 
Slovakia on June 23. A quar- 
terfinal match will also be 
played at La Cartuja. 


Sweden, which hasn't ad- 
vanced past the group stage at 
the European Championship 
since 2004, next faces Slova- 


kia on Friday in St. Peters- 


burg.

Five of his 
eight career Wimbledon ti- 
tles have come after winning 
Halle the same year. 


Federer pulled out of the 
French Open after the third 
round last week, saying he 
wanted to look after his fit- 
ness following two knee op- 
erations. 


He moves on to play either 
up-and-coming Canadian 
Felix Auger-Aliassime or big- 
hitting Hubert Hurkacz of 
Poland in the second round. 


Also Monday, Sebastian Kor- 
da of the United States upset 
sixth-seeded Roberto Bau- 
tista Agut 6-3, 7-6 (0) despite 
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being ranked 42 places be- 
low his Spanish opponent at 
52nd. That extended Bautista 
Agut's slump after a surprise 
second-round loss to Henri 
Laaksonen at the French 


Open. 


Seventh-seeded David Gof- 
fin retired against Corentin 
Moutet in their first-round 
match after having been close 
to victory. Goffin fell in the 
second set but still served for 
the match at 6-1, 5-3 before 
losing the next four games 
and retiring at the end of the

— only good enough for 25th place 
overall. 

The top 16 advanced to the evening 
semifinals, led by Kieran Smith at 
1:46.54. Caeleb Dressel was second 
in 1:46.63. 


Smith won the 400 free on Sunday to 
earn his first trip to the Olympics. 
Lochte was also entered Monday in 


the 100 backstroke, but he scratched 


champion Ryan Murphy easily ad- 
vanced from the preliminaries, as did 
36-year-old Matt Grevers, the 2012 
gold medalist. 


Even though Lochte initially entered 
six events at the trials, it appears the 
200 individual medley is the only race 
in which he has any realistic shot of 
earning a trip to Tokyo. He scratched 
the 400 IM on Sunday. 


Lochte has won 12 Olympic med- 
als, including six golds. Now married 
with two children, he hopes to make 
it to one more Olympics to erase 
the stigma of an incident at the 2016 
Rio de Janeiro Games, where he lied 
about being robbed at gunpoint.
